(Currently amended) A method of transmitting a communication signal 
between a radio base station and multiple radiation elements, the method 
comprising: 

receiving data signals from multiple radiation elements and producing an 

input signal adapted to be transmitted over a common feeder cable, wherein the 
data signals include values representing operating parameters of devices at the 
multiple radiation elements; 

receiving an-the input signal from the multiple radiation elements over a-the 
common feeder cable; 

extracting a-the data signal -signals from the input signal that inc l ud e s va l u e s 
r e pr e s e nt i ng op e rating p a ram e t e rs of d e vic e s at the mu l t i pl e r a d ia t i on e l e m e nts ; and 

producing a status signal for each device based upon the values representing 
operating parameters that simulates a feedback signal for the device. 

. 2. (Original) A method as defined in Claim 1 , wherein the input signal 
comprises a plurality of communication signals. 

3. (Original) A method as defined in Claim 1 , wherein the devices include 
system cables. 
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4. (Original) A method as defined in Claim 1 , wherein the devices include a 
mast head amplifier.

8. (Currently Amended) A method of transmitting a communication signal 
between a radio base station and a -multiple radiation ele m e nt elements , the method 
comprising: 

receiving data signals that include control signals representing operating 

parameter settings for devices at multiple radiation elements and producing an input 
signal to be transmitted over a common feeder cable; 

receiving aft- the input signal over the common feeder cable ; 

extracting a-the data stenrel- signals from the input signal that i nclud e s va l u e s 
r e pr e s e nting op e rat i ng p a r a m e t e r s e tt i ngs for d e vic e s at th e rad i ation ele m e nt ; and 

producing an output signal for each device that transfers the control signals 
representing operating parameter s e tt i ng settings t o the device. 

9. (Original) A method as defined in Claim 8, wherein the input signal 
comprises a plurality of communication signals. 

10. (Original) A method as defined in Claim 8, wherein the devices include a 
mast head amplifier.

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15. (Currently Amended) An apparatus for transmitting a communication 
signal between a radio base station and multiple radiation elements, the apparatus 
comprising: 

a bias tee configured to receive an input signal from the multiple radiation 
elements over a common feeder cable , wherein the input signal comprises data 
signals that are received from multiple radiation elements and are combined for 
transmission over the common feeder cable, the data signals including values 
representing operating parameters of devices at the multiple radiation elements ; 

a controller configured to extract a-the data sigftaJ- signals from the input 
signal that includ e s va l u e s r e pr e s e nt i ng operat i ng param e ters of d e vic e s at the 
mult i p le radiat i on e le m e nts and to produce a status signal based upon the values 
representing operating parameters for e ach d e v i ce the devices ; and 

a load simulator that simulates a feedback signal for the devicedeyicesjn 
accordance with the status signal .

17. (Currently Amended) An apparatus for transmitting a communication 
signal between a radio base station and a -multiple radiation ele m e nt elements , the 
apparatus comprising: 

a bias tee configured to receive an input signal over a common cable, 
wherein the input signal comprises data signals that include control signals 
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representing operating parameter settings for devices at multiple radiation elements ; 
and 

a controller configured to extract a-the data signals s i gna l from th e i nput 
sign al that i nc l ud e s va l u e s r e pr e s e nting operat i ng p a ram e t e r s e ttings for d e vic e s at 
th e rad i ation e l e ment and to produce an output signal for each device that transfers 
the control signals representing operating parameter setfeg- settings to the device.
